The first stage of the mobilisation, 
In which the maln Fleet was brought 
up to war strength In personnel, 
passed off smoothly enough, It was 
a very different matter when it came 
to providing officers for the Reserve 
Fleet and second-line ships in gen= 
ernl.

wees. Retired executives of Licut.- - 


Commander rank are lable to recall 
up to the age of 60, and Commanders 
up to 65, It appears, however, that 
no: record is kept of thelr past ser- 
vices, state of physical fitness, or 
netivities’ since retirement, 


As the emergency proved, the 
Inevitable result is that on rejoining 
the Service many ure appointed to 
posts for which they ore unsulted, 


or where their spectal qualifications - 


ure wasted. The following are two

A Neut.-commander who retired 
in 1927 hes followed the sen prac- 
tically ever since, first as master of 
an off tanker and later as on oMelal 
in the whaling Industry in the 
Paelfie and Antarctic. On reporting 
fo the Admiralty for war service he 
wus appointed to an oMce on shore, 


SECOND APPOINTMENT 


He drew ntlention to his speclal 
fitness for sen service, but was told 
that in view of the confusion pre- 
vailingg the appointment could not 
be altered. A few days later, how- 
ever, he received a further appoint- 
ment to command trawlers, Before 
he could take It up the emergency 
wns over. He, therefore, received 
no pay or compensation whatever,

Another lieut.-commander, who 
had been Invalided out of the Ser- 
vice oa a result ‘of severe tropical 
disease, was medically warned never 
to #o to the tropics again.

War on the Defensive 


QNCE MORE the initiative in 

the Sino-Japanese War passes 
from the hands of Japan to the 
Chinese. Only in the air and 
on the sea doeg Japan now ap- 
pear to hold undisputed sway. 
She has used the, former to 
launch an almost unprecedented 
campaign of terror on Chinese 
cities and towns, the latter to 
tighten a blockade that, to all 
intents and purposes, has the 
subjugation of 470,000,000 
people by starvation as its 
objective. This naval blockade, 
about. which so little is said, 
may one day prove a decisive 
factor in the war, as a similar 
blockade did twenty vears ago. 
China, remember, cannot feed 
itself, but must import vast 
quantities of rice and other 
foods from the outside world. 

China fares better on land 
and it seems evident from the 
news of the past few: days that 
large-seale attacks are begin- 
ning both in Kwangtung and 
Honan. ‘What influence these 
offensives will have upon the 
campaign and how much terri- 
tory China will be able to wrest 
back from Japan remains to be 
seen, .It is two months since 
Canton and Hankow fell, and 
the Japanese arc still where 
they were then on ull fronts. 
The Japanese have made re- 
peated efforts to add to their 
gains, to consolidate their exist- 
ing seizures. But they are 
hampered, firstly, by a with- 
drawal of troops that ig almost 
sensational in character, second- 
ly, by weather conditions which 
for the next five months will 
favour the defenders, thirdly, 
by the birth of new contidence 
in China, 


Time Marches On 


FRONTS hundreds of miles 
apart, Japanese divisions are 
menaced by irregular forces 
who harass their communica- 
tions and often receive support 
sufficient to provoke major 
battles. 4 


Japan has already thrown a 
million men into this struggle, 
China three times that number. 
Japan claims that China’s losses 
are staggering, her own in- 
finitesimal. On theSother hand, 
Japan has dipped dangerously 
into the reserves of man-power 
she must keep at home and in 
Manchuria against a possible 
conflict with Russia, Chinese 
reserves of man-power are in- 
exhuustible and, in fact, are an 
embarrassment because of lack 
of arms. Dr. Sun Fo, President 
of the Legislative Yuan, recent- 
ly claimed that by the middle 
of 1939 China will have an 
armed army of 10,000,000 men 
in the field. Cut. that number 
by fitty per cent. even, and the 
total is formidable and some- 
thing for Japan to ponder’ over. 

The war has by no means

Florence Annie Shenton, who wished 
to deliver interrogatories to Mrs. 
Edith Lillan Tyler, widow of Mr. 
Edmund Deeble Tyler, to - sub- 
stantiate her claim that Mr. Tyler 
left his widow about £70,000 subject . 
to a promise that she would pay 
Mrs, Shenton £2 9 week during her - 
lifetime. ; 

The addresses of thé parties in the 
case were not disclosed. 

Mr. Roger Turnbull, for Mrs. 
Shenton, sald her case was that Mr. 
Tyler communicated to hig wife his 
wish that she should poy to Mrs. 
puenton £2 a week during her Hfe- 
time. 


PAYMENTS STOPPED 


Mrs, Tyler, it was alleged, gave 
him such a promise. . 

Mra. Shenton received the pay- 
ments until March, 1937, when they 
were discontinued. The question 
was, what steps could be taken to 
compel Mrs. Tyler to disclose the 
alleged bargaln in which the husband 
said: “If you will pay the lady this 
weekly sum I will Iet you lave my 
residuary estate.” ‘

Both parties admitted adultery, and 
each asked that the discretion of the 
court be exercised In his or her 
favour. The husband denied that his 
own conduct conduced to his wife's 
adultery. No answer was filed by 
the co-respondent, who did not ap- 
penr. * 


Captain and Mrs. Goodwin were 
married at Highgate, N., in 1921, and 
afterwards lived at Studley Manor, 
Warwickshire, and other addresses, 
the last being Brac-court, There are 
two children, 


Giving judgment, Mr, Justice Hod- 
son sald that the husband's case, on 
the face of It, was a simple one.

Mr. Butler: As the answer contains 
a number of figures, I will, with the 
hon, Member’s permission, circulute 
itin the Official Report. ; 


Mr. Day: Have the forces been con- 
siderably altered during the Inst 12 
months? 


Mr. Butler: I think it would be ad- 
visable for the hon. Gentleman to 
read the statement that 1 am clr- 
culating. 


Followlng ts the answer: 


The strength of the British milltary 
forces in North China on lst Novem- 
ber was 37 officers and 855 other 
ranks, The strength of the foreign 
garrisons in North “China on the 
same date wos; United States’ of 
America, 655; French, 1,520; Italinns, 
342; Japanese strength not avatl- 
able. Tnese figures Include gurrisons 
at Peking, Tientsin, and certain small 
detachments In the vicinity of those 
places. As regirds naval forces in 
North China, the dispositions of Hs 
Majesty’s ships on the Chinn station 
are at the discretion of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and their allocation 
between North China and other parts 
of the station varies considerably 
throughout the year. On Sth Decem- 
ber His Majesty's ships were stationed 
as follow: one escort vessel at Taku; 
one escort vessel at Tsingtao; and one 
cruiser at Wel-hai-wel. There are 
nt the moment no foreign warships in 
Chinese waters North of the Yang- 
tse, except a number of Japancse 
‘cruisers and destroyers,

OBITUARY 

‘Belgian Statesman 
Known In 
Hongkong 


Brussels, Dee. 27. 

Emile Vandervelde, Belgian states« 
man, dled here to-day at the nge of 
72.—Reuter. 

One of the most famous Soclallats 
of the day, M. Vandervelde visited 
Hongkong on October 20, 1930, in the 
course of a tour of the Far East when 
he carrled out an extensive iccture 
campaign. He remained only a few 
hours in the Colony, before sniling to 
Canton whero he addressed the 
Kwantung Provincinl Educational 
Conference. 

Born in Brussels In June, 1000, 
Vandervelde came of a well-to-do 
family but Joined the Jocal branch 
of the Workers’ League at the age 
of 18. In 1885. he wag one of the 
founders of the Delgian Lubour party. 
“After $1804 he was successively 
Socialist deputy for Charlero! and 
Brussels, and for deeades held un- 
challenged the position of lender of 
the Socialist party. 

Given Cabinet rank after the out- 
break: of the war, he becume in 1016, 
a Minister without portfolio and in 
1018, Minister of Justice. After he 
had resigned from the Carton de 
Winrt Government in conseqeunce of 
having; supported a paeifist de- 
monstration he succeeded Hams 
MacDonald as President of = t 
tion he still retained in 1925 in spite, 
of the fact that cn June 17, 1925, he 
had aceepted the portfolfo of Foreign 
Affairs in the Poullet Coalition 
Cabinet. The Government had to deal 
with an acute financial crisis due to 
inflation which led to its fall in May, 
1926. Vandervelde retaincd his post 
In the Jaspar Ministry which follow- 
ed. He was largely occupied” with 


the settlement of the Scheldt dispute; ° 


with Holland. In November he and 
the other Socialist Ministers demonded 
the reduction of the period of army 
service to six months with the result 
that the Cabinet had to resign. His 
action in speaking pt the unveiling 
of a monument toj-Matteotti, the 
murdered Italian Socialist, had led 
Mussolini. to withdraw the Italian 
ambassador, who was not restored 
tll Vandervelde ceased to be Foreign 
Minister. ‘en 

His Orst) wife was an Engllsh- 
woman who during the war recited 
Verhueren’s poem Carillon -on many 
platforms Jn England. Their marriage 
was dissolved in 1925 and in Octo- 
ber 1927, Vandervelde married Mime. | 
Jeanne Thysebaert-Beeckman, a docs | 
tor of medicine asted 38, whose pre- 
vious union had also been dissolved. ! 

As leader of the Opposition! 
Vandervelde continued his campain 
for the reduction of military expen-: 
diture and armaments. He wrote:

French Socialist Party 
Drops Pacifist Policy 


PARIS, Dec. 27. 
BY 4,322 VOTES to 2,837, the French Socialist Party 
- has agreed upon a radical departure from its former 
policy of pacifism in foreign affairs. 


In a vote on three resolutions on foreign policy submitted 

to the plenary session of the extraordinary national party 

- congress by M. Leon, the pacifist group secured only 60 votes, 

while an amendment to M. Blum’s motion was defeated 4,322 
to 2,837, with 1,014. abstentions. 

M. Blum’s motion denounced the policy of appeasement ss 
initiated by the Munich Agreement, supported the efforts of 
the Daladicr Government to renurm France at every cost, 
denounced pacifism (previously the Party’s strongest plank) as 
a policy for peace, and pledged its co-operation to the fullest 
extent in any war in which 
France may become involved in 
defending the integrity of its 
soil.

A LETTER expressing his sor- 

row at the “great tragedy 
and disgrace to my family” was 
mentioned at the Waltham 
Abbey inquest recently on Dr. 
Heber Alfred Brook, aged 25. 
who wag found dead in Epping 
Forest. 


Widespread search had been made 
for Dr. Brook, who was a ship'w 
Fdoctor, after an SOS was broadcast 
following his disappearance from his 
home at Baslow, Derbyshire. 

Noel Wynn Brook; company diree- 
tor, of Millhouse-lane, SheMeld, sald 
that on November 8 his brother left 
Baslow to take a post as locum 
tenens at Kensington. 


SHANGHAI FRIEND 

“He was not engazed to be mar- 
ried, although he hact met a lady in 
Shanghal. My brother’s health had 
not been very good.” 

Geoffrey Francls Somerset, of 
Sussex-gardens, London, a medical 
student friend, said that he went to 
St. Pancras with Dr. Brook's brother 
and among luggage that had been 
left there was an empty tube which 
hed contained. morphia tablets. 


Pr. C. Wiseman sald that he 
found an empty barrel-type 
-5yringe. In. tho .man's - clothing 
were two needles, one of which 
had apparently been used. 


- Dr. K. Simpson, pathologist at 
Guy's Hospital, said death had taken 
place about four weeks before the 
body. was found, 


MARK ON ARM 

There were no signs of violence 
except a hypodermic syringe mari 
on the left forearm. “I am satisfied,” 
he added, “that death was due to 
morphine poisoning. ‘ 

Summing up, the coroner sald 
Brook was apparently depressed for 
some reason which they did not 
know, and about which he did not 
spenk, He was suffering from a 
trifllng complaint, for which he could 
easily have received treatment. 

Verdict: Suicide while the balance 
of his mind was disturbed. :

The first stage of the mobilisation, 
in which the main Fleet was brought 
up to war strength in personne), 
passed off smoothly enough, It was 
avery different matter when ft came 
to providing: oMcers for the Reserve 


Flect and second-ling ahlps in gen- 


eral, 


Hundreds of retired naval oMcers 
were called up or offered thelr ser- 
vices. Retired executives of Licut.- 
Commander rank are Hable to recall 
up to the age of 60, and Commanders 
up to 65. It appears, however, that 
no record 1s kept of their past ser-~ 
vices, state of. physical  fitness,. or 
activities since retirement. 


As the emergency proved, the 
Inevitable result Is that on rejoining 
the Service many are appointed to 
posts. for which they are unsuited, 
or where thelr specis! qualifications 
are wasted. The following are two 
examples out of the many brought 
to my notice: ; é 


A Heut.-communder. who retired 
in 1927 has followed the sea prac- 
tlenlly ever since, ‘first as master of 
an oll danker and Jater as an official 
in the whaling industry In the 
Pacific and Antnretic. On reporting 
fo the Admiralty for war service he 
was appointed to an office on shore. 


SECOND APPOINTMENT 


He drew ultentlon to his special 
fitness for- sea service, but was told 
that in view of the confusion pre- 
valling. the appointment could not 
be altered. A few days Inter, how- 
ever, he recelved a further appoint- 
ment to command trawlers. Before 
he could take It up the emergency 
wis over. He, therefore, received 
no pay or compensation whatever, 
although he had forfeited an ex- 
cellent position to join up. 


Another lcut.-commander, 
had been invallded out of the Ser- 
vice as a result’ of severe tropical 
discase, was medically warned never 
{o go to the tropics ogain. Yet on 
reporting for war duty in Septem- 
ber he found himself appointed to a 
shore billet at Aden. 


These, and other anomalles, which

War on the Defensive 


CE MORE the initiative in 

the Sino-Japanese War passes 
from the hands of Japan to the 
Chinese. Only in the air and 
on the sea docs Japan now ap- 
pear to hold undisputed sway. 
She has used the former to 
launch an almost unprecedented 
campnign of terror on Chinese 
cities and towns, the latter to 
tighten a blockade that, to all 
intents and purposes, has the 
subjugation of 470,000,000 
people by starvation as _ its 
objective. This naval blockade, 


‘Jabout which so little, is said, 


may one day prove a decisive 
factor in the war, as a similar 
blockade did twenty years ago. 
China, remember, -cannot feed 
itself, but must import vast 
quantities of rice and other 
foods from the outside ‘world. 

China fares better on land 
and it seemg evident from the 
news of the past few days that 
large-senle attacks are begin- 
ning, both in. Kwangtung. and 
Honan. What influence these 
offensives will have upon the 
campaign and how much terri- 
tory China will be able to wrest 
back from Japan remains to be 
seen. It is two months since 
Canton and Hankow fell, and 
the Japanese are still where 
they were then on ull fronts. 
The Japanese have made re- 
peated efforts to add to their 
gains, to consolidate their exist- 
ing scizures. But they are 
hampered, firstly, by a with- 
drawal of troops that ig almost 
sensational in character, second- 
ly, by weather conditions which 
for the next five months will 
favour the dofenders, thirdly, 
by the birth of new confidence 
in China, 


Time Marches On 


ON FRONTS hundreds of miles 

apart, Japanese divisions are 
menaced by irregular forces 
who harass their communica- 
tions and/often receive support 
sufficient to provoke major 
battles. 


Japan has already thrown a 
million men into this struggle, 
China three times that number. 
Japan claims that China's losses 
are staggering, her own in- 
finitesimal.. On the other hand, 
Japan has dipped dangerously 
into the reserves of man-power 
she must keep at home and in 
Manchuria against a possible 
conflict with Russia, Chinese 
reserves of man-power are in- 
exhaustible and, in fact, aro an 
embarrassment because of lack 
of arms. Dr. Sun Fo, President 
of the Legislative Yuan, recent- 
ly claimed that by the middle 
of 1939 China will have an 
armed army of 10,000,000 men 
in the field. Cut that number 
by fitty per cent, aven, and the 
total is formidable and someo- 
thing for Japan to ponder over.

Beauty. Treatments 


For Glass 


UT glass vases, electric light fit- 

Ungs, mirrors, pletures, &c., re- 

quire a. special beauty treatment at 
this time of the year. 


After the long dirty winter months 
they are “below part and do not 
sparkle as they should. 


Hot water should be avoided. and 
a special bowl should be used iif 
possible. If this is not available, and 
an enamel one hns to be used, a 
folded ten towel placed in the bot- 
tom will act us a protection. 


Prepare warm soapy water and 
wash each article separately, using 
n soft cloth or a picce of Iinen kept 
specially for the purpose. 


If the ginss has any crevices, scrub 
It with a soft nall brush, 

Rinse In warm or cold water; if the 
water js too hot it enauses the glass 
to appeur cloudy and smeared. 

A few drops of vincgar udded to 
he rinsing water brightens the glass 

ad gives it a good gloss. After rin- 
sing, place the articles’ upside down 
on a tray, protected with a soft cloth, 
to drain. 

Dry and polish with a soft linen 
cloth, Glass cloths must be linen. 
otherwise the lint sticks to the glnss 
and makes It appear cloudy and dull.

Shake thorough- 
ly and then rinse in cold water two 
or three times.

Decanters and bottles with narrow 
necks, after being dried and polished 
on the outside, should be placed neck 
downwards in a jug to drain dry, 


The stoppers should never be re- 
placed until the decanters are, ab- 
solutely dry.

France may become involved in 
defending the integrity of its 
soil.

Accused re- 
plied $12 for each $50 forged bank- 
aute, and as Woo wanted to buy only 
two he produced $24, consisting of 
two $10 notes, the numbers of which 
had already been recorded. 

Accused put the money !n his poc- 
ket and handed in exchange two of 
the forged bank-notes. Incriminating 
evidence having been obtained, sald 
Mr. Whyatt, all that was required 
was for the Police to wulk in and 
arrest accused.

QNCE MORE the initiative in 

the Sino-Japanese War passes 
from the hands of Japan to the 
Chinese. Only in the air and 
on the sea doeg Japan now ap- 
pear to hold undisputed sway, 
She has used the former to 
Jaunch an almost unprecedented 
campaign of terror on Chinese 
cities and towns, the latter to 
tighten a blockade that, to all 
intents and purposes, has the 
subjugation of — 470,000,000 
people by starvation as_ its 
objective, This maval blockade, 
about which go little is snid, 
may one day prove a decisive 
factor in the war, as:a similar 
blockade did twenty years ago. 
China, remember, cannot feed 
itself, but must import vast 
quantities of rice and other 
foods from the outside world. 

.China fares better on land 
and it seemg evident from the 
news of the past few days that 
large-scale attacks are begin- 
ning both {In Kwangtung and 
Honan. What influence these 
offensives will have upon the 
campaign and how much terri- 
tory China will be able to wrest 
back from Japan remains to be 
seen! It is two months since 
Canton. and Hankow fell, and 
the Japanese are still where 
they were then on «ll fronts. 


|The Japanese have made re- 


peated efforts to add to their 
gains, to consolidate their exist- 
ing seizures. But they are 
hampered, firstly, by a with- 
drawal of troops that is almost 
sensational in character, second- 
ly, by weather conditions which 
for the next five months will 


_/favour the defenders, thirdly, 


by the birth of new confidence 
in China, 


Time Marches On 


FRONTS hundreds of miles 
apart, Japanese divisions are 
menaced by irregular forces 
who ‘harass their communica- 
tions and often receive support 
sufficient ‘to provoke | major 
battles, * 


Japan has already thrown 4 
million men into this struggle, 
China three times that number, 
Japan claims that Chinn’g losses 
in- 
finitesimal. On the other hand, 
Japan has dipped dangerously 
into the reserves of .man-power 
she must keep at home and in 
Manchuria against 2 possible 
conflict with Russia, Chincse 
reserves of man-power are in- 
exhaustible and, in fact, are an 
embarrassment ‘because of lack 
of arms. Dr. Sun Fo, President 
of the Legislative Yuan, recent- 
ly claimed that by the middle 
of 1939 China wilt have an 
armed army of 10,000,000 men 
in tho field.
